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Five  national  figures  brought  today's  issues  vividly  to  the  PC 
campus  in  mid-March  in  the  first  student-sponsored  Blue  Key 
Symposium.  For  three  days  the  atmosphere  was  charged  with  the 
immediacy  of  "Challenges  and  Responses  in  the  1970's." 

The  six  sessions  drew  approximately  2,400,  including  many 
area  residents,  as  issues  were  explored  from  both  liberal  and  con- 
serA'ative  viewpoints.  The  format  included  a  balance  of  political 
philosophies  among  the  speakers  and  the  panelists  who  directed 
questions  after  each  address. 

The  largest  crowd  heard  CORE  Director  Roy  Innis  during  the 
morning  assembly  at  which  student  attendance  is  required.  Other- 
wise, attendance  was  voluntary.  The  second  largest  crowd  turned 
out  for  an  afternoon  speech   by   Feminist    Ti-Grace  Atkinson. 

Other  national  leaders  to  address  the  symposium  were:  Nixon 
Speechwriter  Pat  Buchanan;  former  US  Senator  Joseph  D.  Tydings; 
and  Dr.  Sam  Hill,  chairman  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
religion  department. 

Selected  students  and  faculty  members  were  joined  by  three 
prominent  Presbyterian  leaders  as  panelists  to  respond  to  the  issues 
raised  by  each  speaker.  The  three  visiting  panelists:  Alumnus 
G.  Aiken  Taylor  '40,  editor  of  The  Presbyterian  Journal:  Ben  Lacy 
Rose,  professor  of  preaching  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  of 
Virginia;  and  Wayne  Smith,  former  missionary  now  assistant  pastor 
of  Atlanta's  North  Avenue  Church.  And  supplying  pungent  com- 
ments as  the  effective  moderator  of  each  panel  was  Alumnus  Tom 
Horton  '45,  executive-secretary  of  Charleston  Presbytery  and  mod- 
erator-elect of  the  South  Carolina  Synod.

Nixon  Speechwriter  Pat  Buchanan  spoke  strongly  in 
favor  of  the  conservative  approach  of  the  present 
administration.  He  reviewed  the  accomplishments  in 
winding  down  the  Vietnam  War,  and  in  emphasizing 
law  and  order  as  well  as  the  proposals  for  redirecting 
domestic  policies. 

Buchanan  focused  much  of  his  attention  on  what 
he  termed  the  failure  of  liberalism  as  practiced  by  the 
Democrats.  He  criticized  the  party's  foreign  policy 
and  said  "liberalism  cannot  contend  with  the  crisis 
of  the  spirit"  on  the  home  front. 

It  was  a  partisan  presentation,  as  to  be  expected, 
and  the  panel  discussion  sought  to  identify  some  of 
the  more  positive  aspects  of  conservatism.  Buchanan 
is  pictured  at  left  responding  to  the  panel  as  Moderator 
Tom  Horton  looks  on. 


Roy  Innis 


Educational    equality,    not    integration,    is    the 

message  carried  by  CORE  Director  Roy 
Innis.  He  said  integration  has  failed  to  solve 
our  educational  problems  and  there  is  a 
conspiracy  of  silence  among  the  eastern 
news  media  to  hide  this  failure. 

The  black  leader,  differentiating  between 
the  Supreme  Court  decision  for  desegrega- 
tion and  forced  integration,  called  for  two 
autonomous  school  systems  in  these  words: 

"We  have  seen  school  integration  in  the 
South  bring  great  unhappiness  to  the  blacks 
and  the  whites,  disruptions  and  violence,  and 
discrimination  against  black  teachers.  CORE 
is  opposed  to  integration  as  the  only  method. 
We  must  zero  in  on  equality  of  educational 
opportunity  and  of  resources.  Let  us  have 
two  systems:  one  predominatly  white  and 
one  predominatly  black,  run  by  blacks  for 
black  students  to  satisfy  the  interests  of 
blacks.  Let  the  blacks  regulate  their  own 
schools  and  control  their  own  resources. 
This  approach  would  bring  great  psycho- 
logical and  economical  benefits.  It  would  de- 
fuse this  time  bomb  which  is  ticking  away 
and  would  remove  the  school  from  the  battle- 
field." 


Ti-Grace  Atkinson 


Challenges  and 
Responses 


Feminist  Ti-Grace  Atkinson  arrived  on  the  PC  scene  directly 
after  her  Catholic  University  appearance  at  which  she  was 
slapped  by  William  Buckley's  sister,  Mrs.  Patricia  B.  Boyell. 
Miss  Atkinson's  presentation  opened  with  a  discussion  of 
student  activism  and  closed  with  excerpts  read  from  her  pre- 
vious speech  which  had  criticized  the  Catholic  Church  as 
the  greatest  oppressor  of  women. 

The  women's  liberation  leader  blasted  marriage  and  urged 
women  to  free  themselves  from  the  domination  of  men, 
suggesting  that  "chivalry  is  a  very  cheap  price  to  pay  for 
power." 

Some  50  PC  students  walked  out  during  the  course  of  her 
speech,  and  Professor  Earl  Halsall  left  the  panel  after  labeling 
the  talk  "incoherent,  illiterate  intellectualism  which  has  bored 
me  for  an  hour  and  a  half."

Joe  Tydings 


Congress  has  been  gradually  abdicating  its  role  as  one 
of  the  three  equal  branches  of  our  government,  former 
Senator  Joseph  D.  Tydings  told  the  symposium  at  its 
closing  session:  "For  the  past  three  decades  Congress 
has  sat  back  and  let  the  executive  and  judicial  branches 
exercise  responsibility  constitutionally  assigned  to  the 
House  and  Senate." 

He  said  our  government  is  like  a  great  engine  which 
needs  overhauling  to  adjust  to  changes.  And  he  sug- 
gested five  primary  changes  for  Congress:  1 — Require 
committee  chairmen  to  step  down  at  age  70;  2 — Re- 
quire a  complete  accounting  of  all  campaign  funds 
to  the  General  Accounting  Office;  3 — Reorganize 
Senate  committees  to  limit  the  number  of  committee 
assignments  given  to  individual  senators;  4 — Have 
Congress  exert  its  designated  responsibility  over  fiscal 
affairs;  and  5 — Amend  the  closure  rule  to  permit  a 
3/5  majority  instead  of  2/3  to  limit  debate. 


Sflni  Hill  Theologian  Sam  Hill  spoke  twice    on    the    role 

of  religion  and  <^he  church.  He  said  the 
church,  with  its  deeply  entrenched  heritage 
here,  is  more  effective  in  the  South  than  in 
other  sections  of  the  country — its  people 
have  not  become  detached  and  still  have  a 
social  conscience. 

"Evangelical  Protestanism  in  the  South 
has  enabled  people  to  cope  and  to  have  a 
high  moral  purpose.  It  has  been  intellectual- 
ly respectable  in  the  South.  It  has  made 
sense  to  us  and  has  put  us  in  touch  with 
God."  But  changing  times,  Dr.  Hill  said, 
now  confront  us  with  the  need  for  new 
perceptions.  Theology  must  relate  more  di- 
rectly to  our  experiences,  to  people's  ideals, 
problems  and  relationships. 


Science   and   the   liberal   arts 


To  understand  the  beauty 
and  order  of  the  universe'

What  is  the  contribution  of  science  on  the 
liberal  arts  campus  to  the  scientific  com- 
munity as  a  whole? 

What  role  does  science  play  in  the  educational 
development  of  students  in  the  liberal  arts  tradi- 
tion? 

These  two  questions  are  asked  often  now,  and 
they  call  for  answers  to  show  the  place  of  the 
natural  sciences  at  institutions  such  as  Presby- 
terian College.  Let  us  look  at  the  two  aspects 
independently,  without  reference  to  their  inter- 
action. 

Many  times  it  has  been  said  that  science  cannot 
exist  on  a  campus  such  as  ours  due  to  the  great 
expense  incurred  in  establishing  viable  scientific 
research  programs.  And  some  would  assume  that 
the  most  effective  science  programs  are  to  be  found 
on  the  campuses  of  large,  PhD  granting  institu- 
tions. 

These  assumptions  are  not  necessarily  true. 
Why  not?  Because  in  making  these  two  observa- 
tions no  differentiation  has  been  made  between  the 
research-oriented  graduate  science  program  and 
the  undergraduate  program  oriented  about  basic 
concepts.  The  huge  expense  frequently  mentioned 
is  actually  the  expense  of  establishing  graduate- 
level  research  programs. 

Huge  expenditures  are  certainly  necessary  in 
order  to  have  a  successful  program  leading  to  the 
masters  and  PhD  degrees,  but  how  much  of  this 
large  expenditure  is  utilized  in  undergraduate 
education?    The  answer  is  .  .  .  very  little! 

Science  programs  at  large  universities  are 
graduate-oriented  usually  at  the  expense  of  the 
undergraduate — to  the  point  that  it  is  not  un- 
common to  find  graduate  students  instructing  in 


the  introductory  undergraduate  courses  in  order 
to  provide  assistantships  and  released  time  for 
faculty  research.  Expensive  instruments  are  too 
vital  to  graduate  research  to  be  utilized  in  under- 
graduate instruction. 

Yes,  graduate  science  is  too  expensive  to  be 
undertalten  by  most  liberal  arts  institutions.  But 
at  the  undergraduate  level  a  liberal  arts  college 
provides  a  much  better  environment  for  the  study 
of  the  natural  sciences  than  does  the  large,  PhD 
granting  institution. 

Teaching  undergraduates  is  the  primary  re- 
sponsibility of  the  science  faculties  of  schools  such 
as  PC,  and  we  are  not  hindered  in  this  pursuit  by 
a  lack  of  instrumental  support  or  by  pressures  for 
professional  publications.  One  need  only  drop  by 
the  chemistry  department  on  our  campus  to  realize 
that  we  have  many  sophisticated  instruments  used 
solely  for  undergraduate  instruction. 

Liberal  arts  institutions  are  in  the  business  of 
educating  undergraduates,  and  we  are  accomplish- 
ing this  task  rather  well. 

In  fact,  liberal  arts  institutions  provide  approxi- 
mately one-half  of  all  graduates  in  the  natural 
sciences.  What  do  these  students  do  after  gradu- 
ating from  a  school  such  as  ours?  They  compete 
successfully  with  the  graduates  of  the  larger, 
technically-oriented  universities  for  graduate  fel- 
lowships, assistantships  and  positions  of  leader- 
ship in  the  scientific  community. 

A  gross  misconception  of  science  on  the  liberal 
arts  campus  is  that  since  the  departments  are 
small,  the  impact  of  these  departments  on  the 
scientific  community  is  also  small.  It  would  be 
difficult  for  many  people  to  believe  that  PC  will, 
beginning    this    year,    graduate    as    many    people 


trained  in  physics  as  the  average  state  university. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  relating  my  first  ex- 
perience with  physics  at  Presbyterian  College. 
While  I  was  in  graduate  school,  at  the  University 
of  South  Carolina,  I  came  in  contact  with  not 
one,  but  two  physicists  who  had  received  their 
undergraduate  degrees  from  PC.  One  was  Henry 
Knox,  a  recent  honor  graduate  from  this  institu- 
tion who  was  pursuing  a  graduate  degree  along 
with  me.  The  other  was  chairman  of  my  exam- 
ining committee.  Dr.  Richard  Childers,  who  is 
currently  in  charge  of  a  very  successful  high 
energy  physics  program  at  USC. 

There  are  many  other  outstanding  products  of 
the  science  programs  here  at  PC.  Three  of  these 
who  come  immediately  to  mind  for  their  work  in 
the  fields  of  chemistry,  biology  and  physics  re- 
spectively are:  Professor  Maurice  Swartz  who  is 
currently  on  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  faculty 
after  having  studied  at  Vanderbilt,  Princeton,  and 
Oxford;  Emmet  Blake,  curator  of  birds  at  the 
Chicago  Museum  of  Natural  History;  and  Jack 
Vreeland,  who  was  an  early  leader  in  the  space 
program. 

One  does  not  have  to  travel  ver\'  far  in  order 
to  find  other  liberal  arts  institutions  with  out- 
standing programs  in  science.  Erskine  has  for 
many  years  been  known  for  its  excellent  chemistry 
program;  and  Furman,  while  still  more  of  a  liberal 
arts  institution  than  a  university,  produced  C.  H. 
Townes,  Nobel  laureate  in  physics. 

It  is  evident  that  science  on  liberal  arts  cam- 
puses plays  a  vital  role  in  maintaining  our  man- 
power pool  in  the  sciences  and  medicine  at  a  level 
which  assures  us  of  continued  scientific  and  tech- 
nological progress.    C.  A.  Vanderwerf,  past  presi-

dent  of  Hope  College  and  a  recent  visitor  to  our 
campus,  has  said: 

"The  history  of  tomorrow  I  predict  will  record, 
as  did  the  history  of  yesterday,  that  scientists  are 
truly  born  and  preserved  in  those  institutions 
where  the  welfare  and  development  of  the  under- 
graduate is  not  a  secondary  but  rather  the  primary 
and  sole  concern." 

Turning  to  the  second  aspect  of  the  topic,  the 
purposes  of  the  sciences  in  relation  to  liberal  arts 
students  can  be  separated  into  two  distinct  groups: 
those  students  who  plan  to  major  in  a  natural 
science,  and  those  who  do  not  plan  for  science  to 
be  their  life's  work. 

Our  purpose  in  relation  to  science  majors  is 
obvious.  We  want  to  graduate  scientists  who,  on 
the  one  hand,  can  take  positions  of  leadership  in 
the  scientific  field  but  who  are  also  able  to  bridge 
the  gap  between  the  scientific  and  technological 
culture  and  the  culture  of  the  arts  and  humanities. 

We  do  this  by  providing  an  environment  in 
which  a  student  is  required  to  take  a  minimum 
number  of  major  courses  and  is  encouraged  to 
develop  his  educational  background  by  taking 
courses  in  not  only  the  other  sciences  but  also  in 
the  arts  and  humanities.  This  type  of  diversifica- 
tion is  possible  because  a  typical  science  major 
on  a  liberal  arts  campus  requires  usually  about 
one-half  of  the  total  number  of  major  hours  re- 
quired on  the  university  campus.  This  difference 
is  more  striking  in  the  areas  of  science  than  in  any 
other  disciplines. 

With  this  broad  educational  base  the  liberal  arts 
graduate  majoring  in  a  natural  science  is  uniquely 
prepared  to  face  the  problems  which  loom  ahead 
of  us — vast  environmental  and  sociological  prob- 
lems for  which  science  will  have  to  find  answers. 
Application  of  the  principles  of  science  to  areas 
not  usually  assumed  to  be  science-related  will 
require  natural  scientists  with  educational  experi- 
ences in  the  social  sciences  and  the  humanities. 

Technological  fixes  to  social  and  environmental 
problems  are  becoming  more  common.  An  ex- 
ample of  this  type  of  approach  is  the  Gangetic 
Plain  Project  proposed  by  Perry  Stout  of  the 
University  of  California.  Mr.  Stout  proposes  a 
solution  to  India's  food  shortage  problem  utilizing 
new  developments  in  biology  and  physics.  He 
proposes  that  the  Indians  feed  themselves  by 
utilizing  the  high-yield  grains  developed  by  the 
Rockefellow  Institute  and  the  Mexican  Govern- 
ment. The  irrigation  of  this  crop  would  be 
achieved  by  using  the  ground  water  which  vmder- 
lays  the  entire  Gangetic  Plain.  The  energy  for 
moving  the  water  and  for  producing  fertilizers 
would  be  obtained  by  use  of  nuclear  generating 
stations.  continued 


other  uses  of  technological  fixes  are:  use  of 
supertankers  to  defuse  the  Suez  Canal  situation 
and  the  possible  use  of  the  laser  to  tunnel  through 
rock  more  efficiently  to  provide  underground 
transportation  arteries  in  and  around  large  popu- 
lation centers. 

All  of  these  remedies  treat  symptoms,  not  causes 
of  our  problems.  But  as  Lawrence  Durrell  has 
said:  "Nothing  is  ever  finally  solved.  In  every 
age  we  are  faced  with  the  same  set  of  natural 
phenomena — moonlight,  death,  religion,  laughter, 
fear.  We  make  idolatrous  attempts  to  enclose 
them  in  a  conceptual  frame  and  all  the  time  they 
change  under  our  very  noses." 

A.  M.  Weinberg,  director  of  Oak  Ridge  National 
Laboratories,  puts  it  very  simply:  "Any  solution 
of  a  social  problem  buys  time:  I  see  nothing  wrong 
with  using  technology  to  buy  time." 

The  graduates  of  liberal  arts  institutions  will 
be  leaders  in  the  area  of  technological  fixes,  be- 
cause of  their  unique  educational  background 
which  allows  them  to  appreciate  the  Baconian  as 
well  as  the  Newtonian  view  of  science.  That  is, 
the  purpose  of  science  is  not  only  intellectual 
stimulation,  but  also  "to  make  two  blades  of  grass 
grow  where  one  grew  before." 

What  about  the  non-major,  the  student  who 
takes  a  science  course  simply  because  it  is  a 
general  education  requirement? 

The  scientists  on  the  liberal  arts  campuses  feel 
that  the  education  of  non-majors  in  the  sciences 
is  important.  In  fact,  at  most  institutions  similar 
to  PC,  the  introductory  course  in  a  science  is 
cast  with  the  non-major  in  mind.  Several  ex- 
tremely important  concepts  can  be  learned  by  the 
person  terminating  his  study  of  science  with  an 
introductory  course. 

One  concept  is  the  logical  process  from  which 
conclusions  are  drawn.  That  is:  the  ability  to 
determine  when  enough  information  is  available 
so  that  a  conclusion  can  be  drawn  concerning  a 
certain  system.  One  learns  that  intuition  is  fine, 
but  it  is  no  substitute  for  the  orderly  collection 
of  facts. 

Familiarization  of  a  student  with  the  language 
of  science  is  important.  We  live  in  a  world  which 
is    becoming    increasingly    more    technologically 


complex.  It  is  impossible  to  produce  men  in  the 
Jeffersonian  mold,  able  to  solve  complex  prob- 
lems in  both  the  sciences  and  the  humanities,  but 
we  must  continue  to  provide  a  base  from  which 
informed  decisions  relating  to  science  can  be 
made  by  the  non-scientist.  As  has  been  pointed 
out  in  other  fields,  many  decisions  are  too  im- 
portant to  be  left  to  specialists  with  vested  inter- 
ests in  areas  related  to  a  particular  problem. 

The  problem  of  environmental  balance  is  one 
area  where  important  decisions  will  be  made,  in 
large  part,  as  the  result  of  pressure  from  groups 
not  necessarily  trained  in  the  sciences.  The  sim- 
plistic solutions  to  this  tremendously  complex 
problem  are  transparent  to  any  person  who  has 
studied  a  natural  science  even  briefly.  For  ex- 
ample, one  solution  to  the  problem  of  automotive 
pollution  is  to  replace  the  internal  combustion 
engine  with  an  electric  motor.  Energy  to  charge 
this  motor  must  come  from  somewhere,  so  new 
electric  generating  stations  will  have  to  be  built. 
Of  course,  these  generating  stations  are  now  an- 
other major  source  of  air  pollution,  therefore 
nuclear  stations  will  have  to  be  built.  But  what 
about  the  disposal  of  the  nuclear  waste  and  the 
thermal  pollution  problem  associated  with  this 
solution? 

With  problems  of  this  complexity  looming  ahead 
of  us,  it  behooves  us  to  provide  as  much  education 
for  the  non-science  professional  as  is  possible. 
This  is  what  we  are  attempting  to  do  on  the  liberal 
arts  campus.  We  are  able  to  do  it  with  intensity, 
because  most  of  our  contact  is  with  the  non-science 
major. 

One  other  benefit  which  I  feel  the  student  re- 
ceives from  an  introductory  science  course  is  a 
more  complete  understanding  of  nature.  An  un- 
derstanding of  the  order  of  our  surroundings  is 
prerequisite  to  a  complete  appreciation  of  its 
beauty.  A  student  who  studies  biology,  for  ex- 
ample, certainly  has  a  more  comprehensive  view 
of  the  nature  and  beauty  of  life.  The  basic  laws 
of  nature  are  formulated  in  courses  in  physics  and 
chemistry. 

I  sincerely  believe  that  to  understand  the  crea- 
tions, the  beauty  and  order  of  the  universe,  is  to 
be  able  to  read  the  handwriting  of  the  Creator.

Students  Seek  Greater  Responsibility 


Students,  seeking  more  re- 
sponsibility within  the  sphere 
of  student  government,  in  late 
February  held  an  amiable,  or- 
derly demonstration  after  re- 
ceiving permission  through 
official  administrative  channels. 

Confining  their  activity  to  a 
small  area  in  front  of  the  library 
building  and  limiting  their  num- 
ber to  15  at  any  one  time  to 
avoid  class  absences,  the  stu- 
dents paraded  throughout  the 
day  with  signs  bearing  the 
appeal  to  treat  students  more 
maturely.  It  came  two  days  be- 
fore the  trustee's  spring  meet- 
ing on  campus. 

The  student  request  is  for  an 
extension  of  PC  policy  which, 
over  the  past  three  years,  has 
gradually  given  to  students 
more  active  participation  in 
campus  affairs.  Communications 
among  all  campus  groups  have 
been  strengthened  by  permitting 
student  representatives  on  fac- 
ulty committees  and  on  the  trus- 
tee student  activities  committee. 
Because  PC  has  had  a  tradition 
of  student  self-government  for 
a  number  of  decades,  the  present 
students  want  a  greater  share 
of  the  responsibility  for  their 
activities  in  areas  of  social  con- 
duct. 

The  trustees  met  with  some  of 
the  students  during  their  two- 
day  campus  meeting,  and  lis- 
tened to  the  appeals.  While 
complimentary  of  student  con- 
duct and  sympathetic  with  some 
of  their  aspirations,  board  mem- 
bers emphasized  the  trustees 
have  a  responsibility  to  other 
publics   besides   students. 

As  a  further  means  of  improv- 
ing communications,  the  student 
and  faculty  representative  on 
the  trustee  student  activities 
and  academic  affairs  committees 


will  be  permitted  to  attend  board 
meetings  without  vote.  The  board 
also  restated  its  disapproval  of 
the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  on 
campus  and  authorized  a  commit- 
tee of  faculty,  staff  and  students 
to  work  out  implementation  of 
regulations. 

Three    Science    Papers    Given 

Three  papers  were  presented 
by  PC  representatives  before  the 
1971  meeting  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Academy  of  Science  held 
in  Charleston. 

Two  chemistry  professors  and 
four  of  their  students  collabo- 
rated on  a  chemistry  paper,  and 
two  members  of  the  biology  fac- 
ulty delivered  separate  papers 
on  their  research  work. 

The  chemistry  paper  on  "A 
Nuclear  Magnetic  Resonance 
Experiment  for  Undergradu- 
ates" is  the  work  of  Professors 
K.  Nolon  Carter  and  Randy 
Huff  and  these  four  of  their  stu- 
dents: William  D.  Brearley  of 
Columbia,  David  M.  Hill  of 
Jonesboro.  Ga.,  Robert  D.  John- 
son, Jr.,  of  Spartanburg,  and 
Paul  L.  Yantis  HI  of  Decatur, 
Ga.  Delivered  by  Johnson,  this 
marked  the  second  time  PC  stu- 
dents have  been  involved  in  pre- 
senting a  chemistry  paper  before 
the  academy.

years  in  this  capacity,  gave  a 
paper  on  "Observations  on  the 
Internal  Structure  and  the  Pseu- 
dopods  of  Lesquereusia  spiralis." 
He  has  done  considerable  re- 
search in  this  area  through  the 
years. 

Dr.  Frederick  W.  Harrison,  as- 
sistant professor  of  biology,  had 
as  the  subject  of  his  paper  "The 
Stylocyte  —  A  new  Poriferan 
Cell  type." 

Stidham  Gets  NSF  Fellowship 

Dr.  James  D.  Stidham  will 
take  leave  from  his  duties  as 
associate  professor  of  biology 
next  year  to  study  under  a 
Science  Faculty  Fellowship 
which  has  just  been  awarded 
him  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation. 

Awarded  in  the  field  of  life 
science,  the  grant  is  to  under- 
write his  research  work  in 
marine  biology  and  tropical 
ecology  at  the  University  of 
Miami.  It  is  one  of  213  given 
from  among  982  applicants  after 
evaluation  by  panels  of  out- 
standing scientists  appointed  by 
the   National   Research   Council. 

Dr.  Stidham  joined  the  PC 
faculty  in  1967  after  completing 
a  year  of  post-doctoral  study  in 
marine  biology  at  Miami.  His 
wife.  Dr.  Ann  Barthold  Stidham, 
also  teaches  here  in  a  part-time 
capacity  as  an  associate  pro- 
fessor of  psychology. 
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Glover  Cited  as  Alumni  Distinguished  Teacher 


Alumni  have  honored  as  the 
recipient  of  the  1971  Alumni 
Distinguished  Teaching  Award 
John  S.  Glover,  acting  depart- 
ment chairman  and  associate 
professor  of  modern  foreign 
languages.  It  was  presented  to 
him  before  the  assembled  stu- 
dent body  at  the  April  1  Awards 
Day  program. 

The  award  includes  a  citation 
and  a  $200  cash  prize.  It  was  in- 
augurated in  1969  by  the  Alumni 
Association  to  recognize  class- 
room teaching  skill  reflecting 
both  scholarship  and  concern 
for  the  individual  student.  A 
student  committee  nominated 
three  tenured  professors  for  con- 
sideration, and  the  final  decision 
was  made  by  a  faculty-staff 
committee.

Stallworth    Returns   to   Teaching 

Thomas  A.  Stallworth  has  re- 
signed as  dean  of  students  to 
return  to  full-time  teaching  as 
an  assistant  professor  of  religion 
here. 

The  resignation  will  become 
effective  in  August,  upon  com- 
pletion of  his  second  year  in 
the  dean's  office.  Meanwhile,  a 
special  committee  of  administra- 


tors, faculty  and  students  is 
considering  a  successor. 

Tom  Stallworth,  an  ordained 
Presbyterian  minister  who 
taught  for  13  years  at  PC  before 
becoming  student  dean,  has 
maintained  classroom  contact  by 
teaching  one  course  each  term 
during  the  past  two  years.  Be- 
ginning next  September,  he  will 
return  to  his  full  load  as  a 
teacher. 

Stallworth  is  an  Atlanta  na- 
tive who  received  his  BA  degree 
from  PC  in  1955.  He  earned  his 
BD  from  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary,  his  ThM  degree  from 
Union  Seminary  in  Virginia,  and 
he  has  done  additional  graduate 
work  at  the  latter  institution.  He 
served  as  assistant  pastor  of  the 
Rome  (Ga.)  First  Presbyterian 
Church  for  14  months  before 
coming  back  to  PC  as  a  faculty 
member  in  1959.  Besides  teach- 
ing, he  has  also  served  as  chap- 
lain here. 

Fraternities   Pledge  57  Men 

Fifty-seven  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege students  pledged  the  six 
national  social  fraternities  dur- 
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ing  the  winter  term  "rush" 
which  closed  in  early  February. 

The  group  included  nine  up- 
perclassmen  and  48  freshmen, 
the  latter  representing  about 
one-half  of  the  first-year  men 
eligible  to  become  affiliated  with 
fraternities. 

Pi  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity  led 
the  field  with  14  pledges.  Kappa 
Alpha  had  12;  Sigma  Nu,  10; 
Pi  Kappa  Phi.  9;  Alpha  Sigma 
Phi,  8;  and  Theta  Chi,  4. 


Trustees  Make   Faculty   Promotions 

Adding  another  laurel  of 
achievement.  Dr.  James  Stidham 
has  been  designated  biology  de- 
partment chairman  by  recent 
trustee  action  which  also  pro- 
moted four  PC  teachers  and  gave 
tenure  to  a  fifth. 

Stidham,  completing  his  four 
years  as  associate  professor  of 
biology  at  PC,  moves  up  as 
chairman  to  succeed  Dr.  Alex 
B.  Stump  who  is  cutting  back 
on  his  faculty  load  after  being 
biology  chairman  since  1947. 

The  promotions — all  from  in- 
structor to  assistant  professor, 
effective  next  fall — go  to  Mrs. 
Alta  Alberga  in  art,  William  K. 
Jackson  in  physics,  Lennart 
Pearson  in  library  science  and 
Dale  O.  Rains  in  drama.  Rains 
has  been  on  the  faculty  for  four 
years;  Jackson  and  Pearson, 
three;  and  Mrs.  Alberga,  two. 

The  trustees  granted  tenure 
to  Dr.  David  C.  Needham,  assis- 
tant professor  of  history  since 
1967. 


To  Help  the  Disadvantaged  and  Mentally  Retarded 


Two  PC  departments,  educa- 
tion and  psychology,  have 
started  community  programs  to 
train  personnel  in  the  handling 
of  disadvantaged  children  and 
the  mentally  retarded.  The  sep- 
arate programs  are  underwritten 
by  grants  totaling  almost  $32,000. 

On  Teaching  Disadvantaged 

A  $11,865  grant  from  the 
South  Carolina  Commission  on 
Higher  Education  is  underwrit- 
ing an  Istitute  on  Language  Arts 
for  the  Disadvantaged  at  Pres- 
byterian College. 

The  Institute,  conducted  for 
school  teachers  by  the  PC  edu- 
cation department  under  the 
direction  of  Chairman  Dorothy 
P.  Brandt,  consists  of  two 
courses — "Reading  for  the  Dis- 
advantaged," taught  in  the  win- 
ter term;  and  "Communication 
Skills  for  the  Disadvantaged," 
scheduled  for  the  first  term  of 
summer  school.  Both  are  three 
hour  courses  for  undergraduate 
or  graduate  credit. 

The  grant  provides  for  two 
teachers  from  each  of  the  public 
elementary  schools  of  Laurens 
County  to  attend  the  Institute. 
Thirty-three  teachers  enrolled 
in  the  three-hour,  one-afternoon- 
a-week  winter  course  which  is 
a  prerequisite  for  the  summer 
course.  The  program  is  staffed 
by  Presbyterian  College  faculty 
members  in  education,  psychol- 
ogy and  library  science,  assisted 
by  visiting  consultants. 

Dr.  Brandt  said  the  Institute 


is  designed  to  make  the  teachers 
more  aware  of  the  children  they 
work  with  and  to  encourage 
them  to  adapt  teaching  methods 
and  materials  to  their  children's 
needs. 

Training  Whitten  Village  Stajf 

Unique  paraprofessional  train- 
ing in  the  management  of  the 
mentally  retarded  in  coopera- 
tion with  nearby  Whitten  Village 
began  this  spring  under  a  $20,- 
027  Federal  Title  I  grant. 

The  two  institutions  share 
$12,932  in  additional  costs  of  ma- 
terials and  facilities  to  bring 
the  total  cost  of  the  community 
action  project  to  $32,959.  It 
marks  the  first  time  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  country  that  state 
institutional  staff  members  and 
college  staff  members  have  com- 
bined their  efforts  in  this  type 
training. 

From  among  the  1,100  Whitten 
Village  employees,  50  have  been 
carefully  selected  to  participate 
— 25  each  in  two  six-month  pe- 
riods of  training.  The  three 
phases  of  the  program  will  in- 
clude supervised  work  expe- 
rience, in-service  training  and 
academic  training  in  psychology. 
Dr.  Wade  C.  Wieters,  assistant 
professor  of  psychology  at  PC, 
is  program  director;  and  Francis 
V.  Smith,  Jr.,  PC  instructor  and 
Whitten  Village  staff  member, 
is  assistant  director.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  psychology  depart- 
ment will  also  participate.

Porter  Soars  as  Point-Maker 


Presbyterian's  tradition  of  out- 
standing individual  trackmen  is 
maintained  currently  by  Tommy 
Porter,  now  in  his  fourth  year 
as  the  team's  leading  scorer. 

The  versatile  Thomasville,  Ga., 
senior  holds  two  school  records 
and  is  tied  for  a  third:  the  triple- 
jump  at  43  feet  6  inches,  the  440 
intermediate  hurdles  at  59.6  sec- 
onds and  tied  with  Jimmy  Han- 
cock '57  for  the  120  high-hurdle 
mark  at  15  seconds.  He  also  has 
high  jumped  6  feet  2  inches,  just 
an  inch  under  the  PC  record. 

Coach  Bob  Strock,  without 
hesitation,  labels  him  the  best 
track  performer  in  the  Carolinas 
Conference.  That  estimate  was 
substantiated  last  spring  when 
Porter  received  the  high-scorer 
trophy  in  the  conference  meet. 
As  this  went  to  press,  he  had 
accumulated  53  ¥2  points  in  lead- 
ing the  Blue  Hose  to  a  3-1  record 
in  dual  meets  this  spring  and  a 
sixth-place  finish  in  the  highly 
competitive  Western  Carolina 
relays. 

Tommy  —  the  son  of  Louie 
Porter  '41  —  fits  his  track  into 
a  full  schedule  that  also  includes 
active   participation   in    the   PC 


choir  and  in  the  military  bat- 
talion, for  which  he  was  awarded 
an  ROTC  scholarship. 

Joining  Porter  in  carrjdng  the 
main  track  load  at  mid-season 
are:  Lynn  Dreger  of  St.  Peters- 
burg, Fla.,  the  dashes  and  broad 
jump;  and  Richard  Medlin  of 
Atlanta,  the  middle  distances. 


Big  Tennis  on  Road  Trip 

An  early  April  swing  through 
Southeastern  Conference  terri- 
tory produced  six  straight  vic- 
tories without  defeat  and  lifted 
the  PC  tennis  team  to  15  wins 
against  6  losses  thus  far. 

Ahead  are  four  more  matches 
before  the  NAIA  District  6  meet 
enroute  to  the  National  Cham- 
pionships in  Kansas  City.  After 
finishing  third  nationally  the 
past  two  years,  the  Blue  Hose 
hope  to  make  their  strongest  bid 
yet  for  the  big  title. 

Three  NAIA  All-America  play- 
ers lead  the  PC  squad  this  year: 
Milan  Kofal,  currently  playing 
Number  1,  with  a  17-3  singles 
record  to  date;  Number  3,  Jim 


Amaya,  with  16-4;  and  brother 
George  Amaya,  Number  2  after 
some  shoulder  trouble,  13-7.  The 
top  doubles  combination  of  Milan 
Kofal  and  George  Amaya  has 
won  17  of  20  matches. 

After  a  virus  bout  and  slow 
start  into  a  tough  schedule,  the 
PC  netters  hit  their  stride  in 
late  March  and  delivered  im- 
pressive wins  against  such  strong 
opposition  as  Clemson,  Univer- 
sity of  Tennessee,  Mississippi 
State,  Louisiana  State  and  Mem- 
phis State.  Georgia  Tech  and 
North  Carolina  are  the  big  ones 
yet  to  be  faced. 

Shakespeare  Ranked  14th 

While  team  members  make 
their  bids  for  glory.  Coach 
Shakespeare  has  earned  recog- 
nition in  his  own  right  as  a 
player.  The  former  PC  captain 
is  this  year  ranked  14th  nation- 
ally by  the  US  Professional  Ten- 
nis Association. 


Winning  Basketball 

When  Coach  Herb  Robinson 
arrived  on  the  scene  three  years 
ago,  he  vowed  to  put  Presby- 
terian back  into  the  basketball 
spotlight.  He  did  just  that  dur- 
ing the  past  season  with  an  18-9 
record — the  first  winning  season 
since  1959  and  the  best  record 
since  the  21-6  mark  of  1956. 

Sophomore  Fred  Melson  of 
Columbia  set  the  pace  and  gained 
NAIA  All-America  mention  for 
his  efforts.  The  6  foot  -  5  inch 
center  averaged  21  points-per- 
game  in  hitting  for  592  total 
points  during  the  27-game  sched- 
ule and  averaged  8.5  rebounds. 
Danny  Yarborough  of  Spartan- 
burg followed  in  scoring  with  a 
14.7  average,  while  Steve  Crowe 
of  Easley  averaged  11.3  points 
and  led  the  rebounding  with  9 
per  game.

Washington,  D.  C,  is  quite  different  from 
Clinton,  South  Carolina,  and  American 
University  is  quite  different  from  Presbyterian 
College.  Those  two  personal  conclusions  did  not 
require  years  of  research.  A  semester  was  suffi- 
cient. 

With  PC  expanding  more  into  various  types 
of  international  studies  I  was  fortunate  to  be  one 
of  the  first  persons  to  study  off-campus  in  inter- 
national relations.  Studying  in  a  special  program, 
the  Washington  International  Semester,  I  spent 
the  fall  term  of  this  school  year  at  American  Uni- 
versity. There  I  was  able  to  do  valuable  course 
work,  observe  new  and  different  people,  hear 
interesting  and  important  speakers,  survey  the 
great  national  bureaucracy  at  work,  and  to  live 
in  a  big  city  with  all  its  conveniences  and  all 
its  headaches. 

The  Washington  International  Semester  at  AU 
is  mainly  a  program  for  students  from  subscribing 
colleges  across  the  nation  who  are  interested  in 
studying  international  relations  from  a  vantage 
point  close  to  the  actual  sources.  This  past  fall 
was  the  first  semester  of  the  program's  existence, 
and  I  was  much  impressed  by  the  smooth  way 
in  which  it  was  handled. 


Eighteen  students  participated  and  represented 
colleges  from  New  Jersey  to  California  and  Wis- 
consin to  Georgia.  We  lived  in  dormitories  as 
"normal"  students  did  and  participated  in  various 
college  activities  as  "normal"  students  did,  but 
we  admittedly  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  the  go — 
going  to  meetings  anywhere  from  the  Pentagon 
to  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee  hear- 
ings room. 

Everyone  in  the  program  took  two  specific 
courses  which  were  exclusively  open  to  Washing- 
ton International  Semester  (WIS)  students.  One 
of  these  was  a  seminar  entitled  "Washington  in 
World  Affairs."  Twice  each  week  we  visited  the 
offices  of  people  in  V/ashington  who  had  an  in- 
terest in  international  relations.  Only  once  did 
we  hear  a  "big  name"  speaker,  but  we  did  talk 
with  many  persons  competent  in  their  area  of 
concentration.  The  "name"  speaker  was  Averill 
Harriman,  former  ambassador  to  the  Paris  Peace 
Talks,  ambassador  to  Russia,  and  governor  of 
New  York.  As  high  as  we  ever  got  in  the  govern- 
ment was  assistant  secretary,  but  we  heard  three 
of  them.  We  had  a  number  of  sessions  with  State 
Department  personnel  and  heard  some  of  the 
heads  of  significant  private  agencies  such  as  the 
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PC  senior  writes   of  his   off-campus   study   in   international 
relations  in  the  inaugural  program  at  American  University 


American  Red  Cross  and  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee.  For  spice  and  divergent 
points  of  view  we  also  visited  the  Indian  Embassy 
and  the  Washington  bureau  of  TASS,  the  Soviet 
news  agency.  The  meetings  were  not  tours  or 
pep  talks  on  United  States  foreign  policy.  They 
were  challenging  opportunities  for  a  handful  of 
students  to  confront  the  issues  and  the  decision 
makers  with  questions  and  comments  often  of 
a  surprisingly  deep  nature.  We  had  few  meetings 
that  I  would  rate  poor  and  overall  it  was  an  ex- 
cellent experience. 

The  second  course  in  which  all  the  WIS 
students  particiDated  was  the  "WIS  Research 
Project."  Each  of  us  chose  topics  in  the  sphere 
of  international  relations  and  used  both  printed 
sources  and  interviews  in  the  information  search. 
We  received  coaching  and  advice  from  two  facul- 
ty members  assigned  to  the  program.  Topics 
ranged  widely.  My  subject  was  the  Alliance  for 
Progress,  the  United  States  foreign  aid  effort 
in  Latin  America.  My  roommate  studied  Russian 
naval  strategy  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea. 

We  also  were  allowed  to  carry  two  other 
courses.  These  we  could  choose  from  the  entire 
university  program.  Several  members  of  the 
group  held  internships,  most  on  Capitol  Hill,  in- 
stead of  a  regular  course.  Students  in  the  WIS 
program  this  semester  and  subsequent  semesters 
will  only  be  able  to  choose  one  course  from  the 
regular  program  because  the  seminar  course  has 
been  expanded,  both  in  Work  and  in  credit. 

If  the  academic  program  was  stimulating,  the 
city  of  Washington  was  interesting.  Admittedly 
having  lived  in  Piney  Flats,  Tenn.,  all  my  life 
and  having  gone  to  college  in  Clinton,  I  had  to 
adjust  to  a  city  of  extensive  buildings,   cement.

automobiles,  smog,  and  white  shirts  with  ties — 
and  few  trees,  smiles,  and  stray  dogs.  Since  the 
city  doubles  as  a  seat  of  government,  we  took  ad- 
vantage of  its  facilities  on  the  side  when  we  had 
time.  Watching  Congress  deliberate  can  be  an 
education  in  itself!  The  Library  of  Congress 
proved  helpful  in  our  project  research.  Visits  to 
the  National  Gallery  of  Art  and  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  hardly  proved  to  be  mere  occupations 
of  time.  Plays,  concerts,  victory  rallies,  peace 
rallies,  and  even  the  national  Christmas  tree 
lighting  all  added  to  our  educational  experience. 

Another  significant  part  of  my  learning  ex- 
perience in  a  big  city  was  going  to  school  in  a 
large  university.  American  University  has  11,000 
undergraduate,  graduate,  and  part-time  students. 
For  a  student  formerly  on  a  campus  with  800 
others,  that  is  a  lot  of  humanity.  And  AU  offered 
a  different  sterotype  of  student  than  PC.  The 
students  came  from  a  wealthier  background  than 
do  PC  students.  They  were  often  Jewish  and  often 
from  New  York  City.  This  change  was  both  in- 
teresting and  stimulating. 

The  speakers  the  campus  organizations  ar- 
ranged were  perhaps  the  most  interesting  part 
of  actual  college  activities  outside  the  classroom 
for  me.  Abe  Fortas,  Patsy  Mink,  Albert  Gore, 
Eugene  McCarthy,  David  Brinkley,  William 
Kuntsler  and  Ramsey  Clark  only  begin  the  roster. 
The  campus  also  provided  cultural  opportunities 
and  rock  concerts  and  allowed  a  great  deal  of 
political  organizing. 

The  university  was  a  change  in  many  ways 
from  PC.  Having  a  beer  vendor  at  the  football 
games  was  definitely  different  from  PC.  Twenty- 
four  hour  open  dorms  makes  PC's  recent  debate 
laughable.  And  Washington  was  a  change  in  many 
ways  from  Clinton.  As  I  was  driving  into  the 
city  in  the  fall  to  begin  school,  I  passed  a  mail 
truck  whose  driver  had  shoulder  length  hair:  I 
knew  I  was  not  in  Clinton,  South  Carolina. 

The  whole  experience  increased  favorably  my 
interest  in  international  relations,  Washington 
and  American  University.  I  have  become  a  strong 
supporter  of  off-campus  study  at  Presbyterian 
and  particularly  of  the  Washington  International 
Semester.  The  opportunity  was  of  lasting  value 
for  me. 

And  then  there  was  the  matter  of  my  read- 
justment to  PC  and  Clinton  upon  return  for  the 
winter  term.    But  that  is  another  story.  D 
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Two  loves  enhance  the  hfe  of  Dr.  James  Isaac 
Copeland:  Helping  people  find  books  is  one. 
Talking  about  the  Old  South  is  the  other. 

Actually,  the  loves  in  this  PC  alumnus'  life 
are  his  two  jobs  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina — and  he  would  not  have  it  any  other 
way.  Neither  would  the  scholars  and  students 
who  consult  him  in  his  role  as  director  of  the 
Southern  Historical  Collection.  Nor  would  the 
students  who  listen  to  his  lectures  in  History  163, 
the  class  he  teaches  about  the  antebellum  South. 

The  Southern  Historical  Collection,  with  hold- 
ings now  numbering  more  than  5  million  items, 
is  one  of  the  great  manuscript  collections  in 
America.  Its  two-fold  purpose  is  to  preserve  the 
priceless  sources  of  southern  history  and  to  make 
the  materials  readily  available  for  research.  The 
materials  relate  to  every  southern  state  and  to 
the  entire  period  of  southern  history. 

Almost  every  serious  scholar  writing  in 
southern  history  in  the  past  30  years  has  con- 
sidered it  essential  to  check  this  source.  In  ad- 
dition to  professors  and  students  doing  research, 
the  collection  has  proved  an  invaluable  aid  to 
the  nation's  most  distinguished  historians  and  to 
the  authors  of  southern  fiction. 

A   Penchant   for   Serving   Others 

Isaac  Copeland  fits  well  into  this  situation. 
He  is  a  sound  scholar  and  graceful  writer  in  his 
own  right.  And  he  has  a  penchant  for  serving 
others,  for  guiding  individuals  through  the  realm 
of  books.  Scholars  and  students  alike  praise  his 
dedication  to  his  work  and  the  spirit  of  friendli- 
ness which  makes  doing  business  with  him  a 
pleasure. 

The  dedication  is  apparent  in  his  reluctance 
to  talk  about  himself.  And  pride  shines  through 
brightly  when  he  speaks  of  his  books: 

"This  collection  is  the  thing,  not  what  I've 
done,"  he  said  recently  in  his  office  in  the  Louis 
Round  Wilson  Library.  "Anything  you  write 
about  me  should  be  incidental  to  it.  This  is  the 
story  of  how  history  is  made  .  .  .  how  people 
lived.  The  Collection  is  the  one  method  the  his- 
torian has  of  constructing  past  times." 

"My  responsibilities  at  UNC  are  chiefly  for 
building  the  Collection.  We  purchase  relatively 
little.  When  I  have  located  a  promising  collection, 
my  job  is  usually  one  of  persuading  the  owner  to 
give  it  to  UNC's  Southern  Collection." 

He  directs  a  staff  which  includes  three  other 
professionals  and  two  full-time  non-professionals 
with  master's  degrees  in  history.  They  attend  a 
busy  schedule. 

"The  most  interesting  thing  about  the  job  is 
the  people  who  come  here,  the  people  you  meet 
and  help.  On  any  day,  you  may  have  people  from 
the  west  coast  and  the  east  coast  .  .  .  and  some- 


times scholars  from  foreign  countries.  Some  may 
remain  a  week  at  work  here;  others  may  stay 
for  months. 

"One  of  the  most  interesting  recent  visitors 
was  the  curator  of  a  Belgium  museum.  He  came 
to  see  the  papers  of  a  US  Naval  officer.  Rear 
Admiral  Edwin  Alexander  Anderson  of  Wilming- 
ton, N.  C.  In  his  early  years  in  service,  Anderson 
had  written  long  letters  to  his  mother — and  after 
marriage  to  his  wife — describing  sights  and  places. 
In  1886-87  the  young  officer  had  been  on  the  coast 
of  Africa  and  to  the  Congo.  The  museum  was  in- 
terested in  his  description  of  the  Congo  as  seen 
by  a  traveller  in  that  period.  On  this  same  voyage, 
probably  during  a  stop  at  Monrovia,  Anderson 
met  some  former  slaves  who  had  lived  in  Wil- 
mington." 

As  director  of  the  Collection,  Dr.  Copeland 
holds  the  rank  of  professor  of  history  on  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Caroli^na  faculty.  He  teaches  one 
course:  History  163,  The  Old  South.  It  is  offered 
each  semester  and  regularly  attracts  between  85 
and  95  students  who  enjoy  hearing  him  lecture 
on  his  favorite  subject. 

History  came  alive  to  Isaac  Copeland  while  a

student  on  the  PC  campus  between  1927  and  1931. 
He  recalls: 

"Marshall  Brown  (history  teacher,  dean  and 
later  president)  was  the  one  who  awakened  my 
interest  in  history,  and  Professor  Dudley  Jones 
was  the  one  who  led  me  into  the  field  of  southern 
history.  Had  it  not  been  for  Marshall  Brown,  I 
would  never  have  entered  library  work.  The  idea 
was  his,  and  I  liked  it — and  have  been  eternally 
thankful  to  him  for  having  suggested  it." 

Copeland  had  his  eyes  opened  to  the  wider 
world  of  scholarship  a  few  years  later  when  he 
attended  the  University  of  Chicago  on  a  General 
Education  Board  Fellowship.  "It  was  the  first 
time  I  realized  that  the  academic  game  was  a  real 
business,  and  that  one  worked  at  it  and  worked 
hard." 

After  receiving  his  BA  degree  from  PC  in  1931, 
Isaac  Copeland  went  to  George  Peabody  College 
for  Teachers  to  earn  his  BS  in  library  science  in 
1932  and  his  MA  two  years  later.  He  spent  four 
summers  at  Chicago's  graduate  library  school,  and 
acquired  his  PhD  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  1957. 

During  this  time,  he  also  worked  his  way  up 
the  ladder  as  a  professional  librarian.  Four  years 
as  an  assistant  librarian  at  Peabody  (1932-36),  six 
years  as  the  Furman  University  librarian  (1936- 
42) ,  three  years  as  the  Presbyterian  College  li- 
brarian (1942-45),  then  to  UNC  as  documents 
librarian   (1947-51)   and  back  to  Peabody  in  1952 


to  become  head  librarian  of  its  300,000-volume 
collection  and  later  professor  of  history. 

The  call  to  return  to  North  Carolina  for  the 
historian's  "dream"  assignment  came  in  1967. 

Besides  the  challenge,  there  was  a  personal 
note  to  his  return  involving  fellow  PC  alumni 
Dr.  Hugh  Holman  '36  and  Dr.  Bernard  Boyd  '32— 
two  of  UNC's  top  professors  in  English  and  re- 
ligion respectively. 

"I  suppose  one  of  the  real  reasons  I  had  for 
coming  back  here  was  because  of  these  two.  The 
three  of  us  became  devoted  friends  when  we 
worked  together  at  Presbyterian  during  the  war 
years.  Their  presence  on  campus  sometimes  makes 
me  feel  1  have  to  do  a  better  job." 

Everywhere  Isaac  Copeland  has  been,  he  has 
left  in  his  wake  a  wide  circle  of  friends  because 
of  his  unassuming  interest  in  others  and  his  own 
capacity  for  cordial  friendship.  His  philosophy 
was  cited  in  a  tangible  way  when  Peabody  pre- 
sented him  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Award 
as  that  "person  judged  to  have  best  served  his 
fellow  man" — the  one  honor  he  treasures  most. 

Small   College  Must   Be  Preserved 

Isaac  Copeland  grew  up  in  Clinton,  almost 
within  the  shadow  of  PC's  Neville  HaU  dome. 
His  late  father  William  D.  Copeland  '99  and  uncle 
J.  I.  Copeland  '90  attended  Presbyterian,  and  Isaac 
himself  has  remained  among  the  most  loyal  of 
PC  sons. 

"One  thing  is  certain:  1  have  never  forgotten 
my  debt  to  the  institution,  because  it  gave  me  a 
foundation  and  a  start.  Over  the  years  I  have  be- 
come increasingly  convinced  of  the  important 
place  occupied  by  our  small  liberal  arts  colleges. 
We  must  preserve  and  strengthen  them,  because 
the  strong  small  college  serves  a  purpose  that 
the  large  university  cannot.  When  students  are 
thoroughly  grounded  in  facts  and  taught  to  ex- 
change ideas  and  reason  with  people  of  different 
opinions,  1  have  no  fear  of  the  future."  D

An  ordained  Presbyterian  minis- 
ter, Jacobs  had  served  as  president 
of  the  Alabama  Presbyterian  Home 
for  Children  for  the  past  21  years 
and  had  just  recently  accepted  ap- 
pointment to  serve  as  the  new  presi- 
dent of  Thornwell  Orphanage.  He 
was  scheduled  to  assume  his  new 
position  in  Clinton  on  June  1  as 
successor  to  the  retired  Dr.  M.  A.

Allen  Jacobs  earned  his  divinity 
degree  at  Columbia  Theological  Sem- 


inary after  finishing  PC  and  three 
years  of  World  War  II  service  as  an 
infantry  officer.
